" < >nly a practical oil painter is

I doubt 
wether oxidation ev er ceases entire- 
ly, but after Ihe lapse of many 
years its progress is so slow as to 

escape notice, and ihe work may 

be said lo be ripe. 

"Many paints which are crude, 

cold, ami opaque when fresh (espe- 
cially white lead, which is almost 
universally employed in oil-paint- 
ing) develop a beautiful delicacy

" Fading by light is to sonic 
extent answerable for an improve 
lnent in color, ami the warm lint 
acquired l)J the oil also tends to 

harmonize paints which were garish 
ai lirst ; bui the chief advantage is 
derived from the saponification of 

the w hito load in contact w ith oil, 
bj which process it becomes perme- 
able by light, and the erudeness of 
ihe surface reflection is modified.

There is a great deal 
" met hods," and in "systems" doubt- 
less, bill, alter all, the most must 

depend upon the teacher. A dull, 

lifeless teacher, may be depended 
Upon to have a class that is very 
like Its instructor. On the oilier 
hand, a brisk, alert teacher, one 
who seems anxious to do all he can 
lo advance his pupils, will have 
pupils thai resemble him very 
much in the brisk, alert way in 
which they take hold of things, 
and in their manifest desire for 

advancement. These observations 
apply equally to all schools whether 

they'bc lor The deal, lor the blind, 

or for the hearing and seeing 
teacher, to be successful, 
inspire his pupils. lie must 
est them in the work that 
hand. He must show himself l<> b< 
alive if he wishes or expects his 
pupils to appear alive to what is 
lg on in their class-room. The 

deaf ought not to be so hard to 

leach. The great majority of them 
try harder lo learn than their 
hearing brethren do. The reason 
ol this is plain. They can learn 
only (or rather, mainly) from their 
• her, while those who hear can 

learn from everybody. Knowledge 

of one soil or another is pouring in 
to (heir ears pretty much all the 
lime, While the deaf have to depend 
upon a very few sources for what 

knowledge they acquire. They 
want io learn, we »aj , and their 

attention is always ready to be 

given to whoever requires It. The 
task of the teacher is to turn this 

easily attracted attention into the 

i channel lor Hie speedy and 

sure advancement of the pupil. It 

is not an easy task nor one that can 
be successfully performed without 
much study and much devotion up- 
on the part of Ihe teacher.

A new use has been found, 
said, for old bonis and shoes. 
shoes are thrown into a lank, 
which steam and a dissolving 
pound are run Certain propor- 
tions of tallow, borax and glue, are 
then introduced and the pulp is run 
info the molds. The molds may 
have the form of dowers, leaves, 

figures, or geometrical designs. 

The pulp is run into these molds 
and the figure hat. lens in Hie air. 

These casta are arranged in the 
proper figure or design, when the 
cementing process begins. The 

Cement is a compound made from 
leather pulp and glue, and il is run 

between the figures. The figures 
soften a little with the compound, 

and the whole hardens together. 

In the casting of each figure a dif- 
ferent colored pulp is used n-<\ 
pulp for red roses, white pulp for 
white Rowers, green for leases, and 
so on. Thus elaborate designs may 
be carried out. Then comes the 
pressing by the use of rollers and 
polishing varnish. The result is a 
nice looking Boor covering, the cost 
of which is less lhau si raw matting, 
and less than oil cloth in fact, an 
economical and durable carpeting.
